Disa stro us Fire. 


F. B Stearns Sc Co.’s extensive pnmp 
factory, at the east end of H ath street, 
took fire abou t half-past 6 o’clrck last 
Tu esday evening, and in an hou r was a 
heap of ru ins. 
The destru ction was 
complete. 
All the valu able machinery, 
a heavy stock of pomps and wiod-mills, 
lu mber, tools, castings, oil hou se, etc., 
were in an hou r converted into a blaz" 
ing pile of ru ins. 
The firm is composed 
of Messrs. Y. B. Bodice, F. B. S t jam s 
and O. V. Bodine. 
Their bu siness has 
been growing, and was in fine shape 
when 
this 
calamity overtook 
them. 
Their loss is somewhere abou t $10,000 
or $12,000, with perhaps $3000 insu rance. 
Only a part of the office fu rnitu re was 
got ou t of the bu ilding, and bu t little 
will be saved from the wreck of ma­ 
chinery and stock . 
As yet the firm 
have not decided on any line of action 
for the fu tu re; bu t we are led to hope 
that so promising and well-established a 
bu siness will not be given u p, and that 
they will resu me it at an early day. 
The safe was opened next morning, 
and the book s, Ac., fou nd in fair condi­ 
tion. 
The bu ildings, which were all frame, 
belonged to Oapt. J. H. Mau zy, and 
were insu red for $2000. 
It is u nder­ 
stood that he will not rebu ild, at least 
not for the present. 
John Cohee’s c< ttage, on the west, 
and Mrs. Fergu son’s, on the north, were 
scorched, and only eaved by the effort* 
of energy tic bu ck et squ ads, as for some 
reason the fire company was very slow 
in getting to work , and when they did 
there was not enou gh hose. 
The com­ 
pany was also hindered by several break s 
in the hose. 
Spark s were carried over 
a large part of the town, and many 
8hingle-roofs had to be watched to k eep 
them from catching from falling coals. 
The origin of the fire is not k nown. 
Clinton Bodine informs u s that he in­ 
spected the entire bu ilding ju st before 
closing down at 6 o’clock . 
The flames 
spread throu gh the mill 
with great 
rapidity, and bu rnt ou t throngh the 
roof in a few minu tes. 
The fire was seen for long distances, 
and messages of inqu iry came from 
Greensbu rg, Shelbyville, and points as 
far west.

Fo ster, fo r the state depart­ 
m ent, and Baro n Yo n Mumm, fo r the 
Germ an go vernment, and th at o fficial 
has been no tified o f its appro val by the 
latter. 
Eno ugh is learned o f the pro visio ns o f 
the treaty to state that it gives very 
large and im po rtant co ncessio ns fo r the 
entry into Germ an po rts o f o ur cereals, 
especially w heat aria rye, and the pro ­ 
ducts thereo f. 
The duty levied upo n 
these articles by Germ any is very heavy, 
the duty o n w heat and rye being abo ut 
thirty-tw o cents a bushel, and o n w heat 
and rye flo ur and co rn meal abo ut o ne 
and o ne-half cent a po und.

The cry ran alo ng the 
ho st, “ Fail back!” 
Eleazar having swept I 
the field thro ws himself o n the gro und to 
rest, but the muscles aud sinews o f his 
hand had been so lo ng bent aro und the hilt 
o f the swo rd that the hilt was imbedded in 
the flesh, and the go ld wire o f the hilt had ! 
bro ken thro ugh the skin o f the palm o f the 
hand, and he co uld no t dro p this swo rd ( 
which he had so gallantly wielded.

fly o ver the ro cks I hear their swo rds clang J 
ing in every directio n. It is easy eno ugh fo r j 
them to dro p tiieir swo rds. 
But Eleazar’s 
band clave unto the swo rd 
Oh, my friends, in this Christian co nflict I 
we want a tighter grip o f the Go spel | 
weapo ns, a tighter grasp o f the two edged j 
swo rd o f the truth. 
It makes me sad to I 
see these Christian peo ple who ho ld o nly a 
part o f the truth and let the rest o f the j 
truth go , so that the Philistines, seeing the 
lo o sened grasp, wrench the who le swo rd 
away fro m them. 
The o nly safe thing fo r 
us to do is to put o ur thumb o n the bo o k 
o f Genesis and sweep o ur hand aro und the 
bo o k uutij the New Testament co mes into 
the palm. anti keep o n sweeping o ur hand 
aro und the bo o k until the tips o f the fingers 
clutch at the wo rds, “ In the beginning Go d 
created the heavens and the earth.” I like 
an infidel a great deal better than I do o ne 
o f these namby-pamby Christians who ho ld 
a part o f the truth and let the rest go .

miracle Go d preserved this Bible just as it 
is, and it is a Damascus blade.

We see ho w men fo rget themselves in 
wo rldly achievement. 
We have o ften seen 
men who in o rder to achieve wo rldly suc­ 
cess will fo rget ait physical fatigue and all 
anno yance and ail o bstacles. 
J ust after 
the battle o f Yo rkto wn, in the American 
Revo lutio n, a musician, wo unded, was to ld 
he must have his limbs amputated, and 
they were abo ut to fasten him to the sur­ 
geo n’s table—fo r it was lo ng befo re the 
merciful disco very o f anesthetics. 
He 
said, “ No , do n’t fasten me to that table, 
get me a vio lin.” A vio lin was bro ught to 
him and be said, “ No w go to wo rk as I be- | 
gin to play,” and fo r fo rty minutes, during j 
the awful pangs o f amputatio n, he mo ved) 
no t a muscle no r dro pped a no te while he , 
played so me sweet tune. 
Oh, is it no t 
strange that with the music o f the Go spel j

fo rget o urselves aud fo rget all pang and 
all so rro w aud all persecutio n and ail per 
turbatio n?

j two pieces o f wo o d parallel to eath o ther 
i fastened, and to tally blind, with his pen 
, between tho se pieces o f wo o d he wro te, the 
stro ke against o ne piece o f wo o d ♦ telling 
ho w far the pen must go in o ne way, the 
stro ke against the o ther piece o f wo o d tell­ 
ing ho w far the pen must go in the o ther 
way.

Bisho p Co lenso will co me alo ng and try to 
wrench o ut o f yo ur hand the five bo o ks o f 
Mo ses, and Strauss will co me alo ng aud 
try to wrench o ut o f yo ur hand the mir­ 
acles. and Renan will co me alo ng and try 
to wreuch o ut o f yo ur hand the entire life 
o f the l^o rd J esus Christ, and yo ur asso ­ 
ciates in the sto re, o r the sho p, o r the fac­ 
to ry. o r the banking ho use will try to 
wrench o ut o f yo ur hand the entire Bible, 
but in the strength o f the Ix >rd Go d o f 
Israel, and with Eleazar’s grip, ho ld o n to 
it. Yo u give up the Bible, yo u give up any 
part o f it, and yo u give up pardo n and 
peace and life and heaven. 


THE NOTHINGARIANS’ CREED. 
I see hundreds, perhaps tho usands, o f 
yo ung men in this audience. 
Do uo t be 
ashamed, yo ung man, to have the wo rld 
kno w that yo u are a friend o f the Bible. 
This bo o k is the friend o f ail that is go o d 
and it is the swo rn enemy o f all that is 
bad. 
An elo quent waiter recently gives an 
incident o f a very bad man who sto o d in 
the cell o f a western priso n. This criminal 
had go ne thro ugh all styles o f crime, aud 
he was there waiting fo r the gallo ws. The 
co nvict standing there at the windo w o f 
the cell, this w riter says, “ lo o ked o ut aud 
declared, 'I am an infidel.’ 
He said that 
to all the men and wo men and children 
who happened to be gathered there, *1 am 
an infidel,’ ” and the elo quent writer says, 
“ Every man aud wo man there believed 
him.” Ami the writer go es o n to say, “ If 
he had sto o d there sayiug, ‘I am a Chris­ 
tian.’ every man and wo man wo uld have 
said, ‘He is a liar!’ ” This Bible is the 
swo rn enemy o f all this wro ng, and it is 
the friend o f all that is go o d. 
Oh, ho ld o n 
to it. Do no t take part o f it aud thro w the 
rest away 
Ho ld o n to all o f it. There are 
so many peo ple no w who do no t kno w. 
Yo u ask them if the so ul is Immo rtal, and 
they say, “ I guess it is, I do n’t kno w; per­ 
haps it is, perhaps it isn’t.” 
Is the Bible 
true? 
“ Well, perhaps it is, and perhaps it 
isn’t, perhaps it may be figuratively, and 
perhaps it may be partly, and perhaps it 
may uo t be at all.” They despise what 
they call the Apo sto lic creed, but if their 
o wn creed were written o ut it wo uld read 
like this “ I believe iu no thing, the maker 
o f heaveu and earth, and in uo thiug w hich 
it hath sent, which no thing was bo rn o f 
no thing, aud which no thing was dead aud 
buried and descended into no thing, and 
aro se fro m uo thiug, and ascended to no th­ 
ing, and no w sittetii at the right hand o f 
no thing, fro m w hich it will co me to judge 
no thing. 
I believe in the ho ly agno stic 
church and in the co mmunio n o f no thing- 
garians, and in the fo rgiveness o f no thing, 
and the resurrectio n o f no thing, and in the 
life that never shall be. 
Amen.” That is 
the creed o f tens o f tho usands o f peo ple in 
this day. 
if yo u have a tniud to ado pt 
such a theo ry I will no t. “ I believe in Go d 
the Father Almighty, maker o f heaven 
and earth, ami in J esus Christ, and in the 
ho ly catho lic church, aud in the co m­ 
munio n o f saints, and in the life everlast­ 
ing 
Amen.” Uh, w hen I see Eleazar tak 
ing such a sto ut grip o f the swo rd in the 
battle against sin aftd fo r righteo usness, I 
co me to the co nclusio n that we o ught to 
take a sto uter grip o f Go d’s eternal truth, 
the swo rd o f righteo usness. 
As I lo o k at Eieazer’* hand I also no tice 
his spirit o f self fo rgetfulness. 
He did no t 
lo tice that the hilt o f the swo rd was eat- 


Let me to Thy bo so m fly. 
While the billo ws near me ro ll. 
While the tempest still is high. 
Then they were dashed do wn to death! 
Oh, ho w much o thers have endured fo r 
Christ, and ho w little we endure fo r Christi

As I lo o k at Eleazar’s hand I co me to the 
co nclusio n that he has do ne a great deal o f * 
hard hitting. 
I am no t surprised when I 
see that these fo ur men—Eleazar and his 
three co mpanio ns—dro ve back the army o f 
Philistines that Eleazar’s swo rd clave to 
his haud, fo r every time he struck an 
enemy with o ue end o f the swo rd the o ther 
end o f the swo rd wo unded him, 
When he 
to o k ho ld o f t he swo rd the swo rd to o k ho ld 
o f him. 
Ob, we have fo und an enemy who 
canno t be co nquered by ro se water aud so ft 
speeches. 
It must be sharp stro ke aud 
straight thrust. 
There is internperauce, 
and there is fraud, ami there is gambling, 
and there is lo st, and there are ten tho u­ 
sand battalio ns o f iniquity, armed Philis­ 
tine iniquity. 
Ho w are they to be captured I 
and o verthro wn? So ft sermo ns in mero c- I 
co cases laid do wn in fro nt o f an ex quisite j 
audience will no t do it. 
Yo u have go t to 
call things by their right names. 
IMPERATIVE NEED OF AN AWAKENING. 
We have go t to ex pel fro m o ur churches 
Christiaus who eat the sacrament o n Sun­ 
day and devo ur wido ws’ ho uses all the 
week. 
We have go t to sto p o ur indigna­ 
tio n against the Hittites and the J ebusites 
and the Gergishites, and let tho se po o r 
wretches go , ami apply o ur indignatio n to 
the mo dem transgressio ns which need to 
be dragged o ut and slain. 
Ahabs here. 
Hero ds here. J ezebels here. 
The massa 
ere o f the infants here. Strike fo r Go d so 
hard that while yo u slay the siu the swo rd 
will adhere to yo ur o wu hand. 
I tell yo u, 
my friends, we want a few J o hn Kno x es 
and J o hn Wesleys in the Christian church 
to day. 
The who le tendency is to refine o n 
Christian wo rk. 
We keep o n refining o n 
it until weseud apo lo getic wo rd to iniquity 
we are abo ut to capture it. 
And we must 
go with swo rd silver chased and presented 
by the ladies, and we must ride o n white 
palfrey under embro idered ho using, putr 
ting the spurs iu o uiy just eno ugh to make 
the charger dance gracefully, and then we 
must send a missive, delicate as a wedding 
card, to ask the o ld black giant o f sin if be 
will no t surrender. 
Wo men saved by the grace o f Go d and 
o n glo rio us missio n seat, detained fro m 
Sabbath classes because their new hat is 
no t do ne. Churches that sho o k o ur cities 
With great revivals wending aro und to ask 
so me demo nstrative wo rshiper if he will 
no t please to say “ amen” and “ hallelujah” 
a little so fter 
It seems as if in o ur 
churches we wanted a baptism o f co lo gne 
and balm o f a tno usand flo wers, when we 
actually need a baptism o f fire fro m the 
Lo rd Go d o f Penteco st. But we are so 
afraid so mebo dy will criticise o ur sermo ns, 
o r criticise o u prayers, o r criticise o ur re­ 
ligio us wo rk that o ur anx iety fo r me 


Wo rld's redemptio n is lo st in the fear we 
will get o ur hand hurt, while Eleazar went 
into the co nflict, “ And his hand clave unto I 
the swo rd.” 
But I see in the nex t place what a hard 
thing it was fo r Eleazar to get his hand 
aud his swo rd parted. 
The muscles and 
the sinews had been so lo ng grasped aro und 
the swo rd he co uld no t dro p it when he 
pro po sed to dro p it, and his three co mrades, 
I suppo se, came up and tried to help him, 
aud they bathed the back part o f the hand, 
ho ping the sinews and muscles wo uld re­ 
lax 
But no . 
“ His hand clave unto the 
swo rd.” Then they tried to pull o pen the 
fingers and to pull back the thumb; but 
no so o ner were they pulled back than they 
clo sed again, “ and his hand clave unto the 
swo rd.” 
But after awhile they were suc­ 
cessful, aud then they no ticed that the 
curve in the palm o f the haud co rrespo nded 
ex actly with the curve o f the hilt. 
“ His 
hand clave unto the swo rd.” 
Yo u and I have seen it many a time. 
There are in the United States to day many 
aged ministers o f the Go spel. They are to o 
feeble no w to preach. 
In the church rec J 
o rds the wo rd o ppo site their names is 
“ emeritus,” o r the wo rds are, “ a minister 
witho ut charge.” They were an hero ic race. 
They bad small salaries and but few bo o ks, 
and they swam spring freshets to meet 
their appo intments. 
But they did in their 
day a mighty wo rk fo r Go d 
They to o k 
o ff mo re o f the heads o f Philistine iniquity 
than yo u co uld Co unt fro m no o n to sun­ 
do wn. 
Yo u put that o ld minister o f the 
Go spel no w into a prayer meeting, o r o cca­ 
sio nal pulpit, o r a sick ro o m where there is 
so me o ne to be co mfo rted, and it is the 
same o ld ring to his vo ice and the same o ld 
sto ry o f pardo n and peace and Christ and 
heaven. His hand has so lo ng clutched the 
swo rd in Christian co nflict he cauno t dro p 
it. 
“ His hand clave unto the swo rd.” 


THE AGED MINISTER’S FAITH. 
I had in my parish in Philadelphia a 
very aged man who in his early life had 
been the co mpanio n and adviser o f the | 
early presidents, Madiso n and Mo nro e. 
had wielded vast influence, but I o nly 
knew him aaa very aged man. 
The mo st 
remarkable thing abo ut him was his ardo r 
fo r Christ. 
When he co uld no t stand up 
in the meetings witho ut pro pping be wo uld 
thro w his arms aro und a pillar o f tile 
church, and tho ugh his mind was partially 
go ne his lo ve fo r Christ was so great that 
all were in deep respect aud pro fo und ad 
miratio n, aud were mo ved when he spo ke. 
I was called to see him die. 
I entered the 
ro o m, and he said, “ Mr. Talmage, I can­ 
no t speak to yo u no w.” 
He was in a very 
pleasant delirium, as he imagined he had 
an audience befo re him. 
He said, “ I must 
tell these peo ple to co me to Christ aud pre­ 
pare fo r heaven.” And then in this pleas­ 
ant delirium, bo th arms lifted, this o cto ­ 
genarian preached Christ and to ld o f the 
glo ries o f the w o rld to co me. 
There, lying 
o n his dying pillo w, his dying hand clave 
to his swo rd. 
Oh, if there ever was any o ne who had a 
right to retire fro m the co nflict it was o ld 
J o shua. So ldiers co me back fro m battle 
have the names o f the battles o n their flags, 
sho wing where they distinguished them­ 
selves, and it is a very appro priate inscrip­ 
tio n. 
Lo o k at the flag o f o ld General 
J o shua! On it J ericho , Gibeo n, Hazar, 
City o f Ai, and instead o f the stars 
sprinkled o n the flag the sun and the mo o n 
which sto o d still. There he is, o ne hun­ 
dred and ten years o ld. 
He is lying flat o n 
his back but he is preaching. 
His dying 
wo rds are a battle charge against ido latry 
and a rallying cry fo r the Lo rd o f Ho sts as 
he says, “ Beho ld, this day I go the way o f 
all the earth, and Go d hath no t failed to 
fulfill his pro mise co ncerning Israel.” His 
dying hand clave unto the swo rd. 
There is the headless bo dy o f Paul o n the 
ro ad to Ostea. 
His great brain and his 
great heart have been severed. The elm- 
wo o d ro ds had stung him fearfully. When 
the co rn ship bro ke up he swam asho re, 
co ming up (frenched with the brine. Every 
day since that day when the ho rse reared 
under him in the suburbs o f Damascus, as 
the supernatural light fell, do wn to this 
day when he is six ty-eight years o f age and 
o ld and decrepit fro m the priso n cell o f 
the Mamertine, he has been o utrageo usly 
treated, and he is waiting to die. Ho w do es 
he spend his last ho urs? Telling the wo rld 
ho w badly he feels, and describing the 
rheumatism that he go t iu priso n, the 
rheumatism afflicting his limbs, o r the 
neuralgia piercing his temples, o r the thirst 
that fevers his to ngue? Oh, no . 
His last 
wo rds are the battle sho ut fo r Christendo m: 
“ I am no w ready to be o ffered, aud the 
time o f my departure is at haud; I have 
fo ught the go o d fight.” And so his dying 
hand clave unto the swo rd. 
It was in the fro nt ro o m o n the seco nd 
flo o r that my father lay a dying. 
It was 
Saturday mo rning, fo ur o ’clo ck. J ustthree 
years l>efo re that day my mo ther had left 
him fo r the skies, and he had been ho me­ 
sick to jo in her co mpany. 
He was eighty- 
three years o f age. Ministers o f the Go spel 
came in to co mfo rt him, but he co mfo rted 
them. Ho w wo nderfully the wo rds so unded 
o ut fro m his dying pillo w, “ I have been 
yo ung and no w am o ld, yet have I never 
seen the righteo us fo rsaken, o r his seed 
begging bread.” They bathed his bro w, 
and they bathed his hands, and they bathed 
his feet and they succeeded in straighten­ 
ing o ut the feet; but they did no t succeed 
in bathing o pen the baud so it wo uld stay 
o pen. 
They bathed the hand o pen, but it 
came shut. They bathed it o pen again, but 
it came sh ut. What was the matter with the 
thumb and the fingers o f that o ld hand? 
Ah! it had so lo ng clutched the swo rd o f 
Christian co nflict that “ his hand clave unto 
the swo rd.” 


SPIRITS OF TFIE MARTYRS. 
I preach this sermo n as a to nic. 
I want 
yo u to ho ld the truth with ineradicable 
grip, and I want yo u to strike so hard fo r 
Go d that it will react and while yo u take 
the swo rd, the swo rd will take yo u. 
Yo u no ticed that the o fficers o f the no rth­ 
ern army a few years ago assembled at 
Denver, and yo u no ticed that the o fficers 
o f the so uthern army assembled at Lex ­ 
ingto n. So ldiers co ming to gether are very 
apt to reco unt their ex periences and to 
sho w their scars. 
Here is a so ldier who 
pulls up his sleeve and says, “ There, J 
was wo unded in that arm,” and sho ws the 
scar. 
Aud ano ther so ldier pulls do wn his 
co llar, and says, “ There, I was wo unded in 
the neck.” And ano ther so ldier says, “ I 
have had no use o f that limb since the gun­ 
sho t fracture.”
